The day was marked early by a fa¬ 
tality, Constable Harry Kells being 
shot dead while on plain clothes 
duty in Camden Street this morning. 
The constable's assailant was an un¬ 
identified young man. He fired two 
I shots from his revolver and ran 
| away from the scene before he could 
I be apprehended.

Washington, April 14 —To encour¬ 
age prospectors seeking oil and gas 
In Alaska. Secretary Payne has issued 
new regulations covering the appro¬ 
priation of the public domain for that 
purpose in the territory which gives 
muak»xnore liberal terms than are ex¬ 
tended in the United States proper. 

No royalty will be required for five 
years or until wells producing, more 
than 100 barrels of petroleum a day 
are brought in. In which case the 
royalty will be five per cent, on pro¬ 
duction. After five years-a five per 
cent, royalty will be Imposed upon; 
producing wells on Government land, 
and after ten years the royalty will 
be Increased to ten per cent. 

The prospector wil be allowed, how¬ 
ever. to use one-fourth of the area 
he leases from the Government roy¬ 
alty free, no matter how much oil it 
produces.

owners that the levies on land will 
not be increased but on the contrary 
reduced, so that no more land will 
fall ihto the hands of the corpora¬ 
tion. In two months more the year 
In which redemptions on the last tax 
sale can be made will be over. Up 
to the present there have been only 
two or three redemptions—and those 
in casee where the property was ex¬ 
tremely valuable, and In the middle 
of the city. We stand the chance of 
taking over a great percentage of the 
$1,500,000 worth of land sold and put 
up for snle and not purchased at that 
sale. If things continue in another 
year and a half we shall have $3,000. ^ 
000 worth of assessable property on 
our hands. We want to get rid of It 
as fust as we can, in order that the 
remaining land will not have to bear 
all the burden alone. Indeed, one 
alderman has gone so far as to sug¬ 
gest in Finance Committee that we 
should sell the land taken over at 
the tax sale'for twenty-five cents on 
the dollar. That plan would undo 
and destroy all the real estate values 
In the city. We had the land on 
auction last Summer and we didn't 
get any buyers. A sale of this pro¬ 
perty at a reduction of that kind 
would upset the condition of real 
estate here for a long time and. 
besides, If the prairie people get the 
idea that property Is so valueless that 
the city has taken over a great 
volume of It it wilt be no inducement 
for them to cpme herp and Invest 
their money. 

Privilege of Taxstion. 

"There is a large class of men who 
live outside the city and earn their 
living inside, and who, except in at 
few cases for trades licenses, pay 
nothing toward the upkeep of the 
city services which they constantly 
enjoy. Every man must contribute 
to the upkeep of the community. It 
must come to pass that all clas;cs 
will look qpon it as their privilege to 
pay taxes and will consider that they 
are not being treated rightly unless 
they are paying to ke p up public 
services.

For the second time within two 
weeks the City Council absolutely 
failed last night In its endeavor to 
solve the taxation problem. 

The Mayor and aldermen pondered 
more than two hours on the financial 
stringency under which the city is 
laboring at present, and advanced 
many radical schemes of tax relief. 
Nothing came of these lengthy de¬ 
liberations, however, but a decision 
to reiterate to the Government the 
revenue demands which have been 
advanced so often before, with the 
additional request that the cities of 
the Province be given half of an in¬ 
creased motor tax and a tax of one 
cent a gallon on all gasoline sold. 

It is safe to say that not one mem¬ 
ber of the Council Is sufficiently an 
optimist t.o believe that anything will 
come of these requests. Indeed, the I 
aldermen are almost unanimous In ] 
their opinion that last night’s meet¬ 
ing was wholly abortive. Some of 
them felt that it would be so at the 
start, and those members whose pro¬ 
posals for taxation relief disorgan¬ 
ized a previous meeting, were loath 
to advance any new schemes. On 
this account no real progress was 
made. , _ 

Among the taxation proposals ad¬ 
vanced last night- and, for the most 
part, left In abeyance, were: 

1. A tax on all retail sales, pro¬ 
posed by Alderman Cameron, but 
generally opposed on the ground that 
it would increase the high cost of 
living. 

2. A tax on Incomes of $100 and 
over, - proposed by Alderman Sang- 
ster. This suggestion was a com¬ 
promise on the Sargent plan, which 
broke up the previous taxation meet¬ 
ing, and which proposed & tax on in¬ 
comes of $75 a month and more. 

3. The borrowing of money to tide 
the city over until better conditions 
would enable delinquent property 
owners to pay their taxes. 

4. The sale to the highest bidder 
of all the property taken over by the 
corporation at the last tax sale. 

6. Taxation of all goods purchased 
by people in the cities from mail 
order houses in the East, proposed 
by Mayor Porter, who claimed that 
Alderman Cameron's tax on retail

Tax on Gasoline. 

"I think we should Inform the 
Government that we think that In 
connection wtth the increase of the 
motor tax It should have gone fur¬ 
ther than it has, and might very 
well have increased the taxation by 
a*tnx of one cent a gallon," said Al¬ 
derman Todd. "We should ask them

Shortage of housing accommodation is by no 
means confined to the countries of Europe.
